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Gas War Ends; Stations 
To Fight Future Cuts : 

Gasoline prices went back to 
normal at Quad-Cities area serv¬ 
ice stations at noon yesterday 
ending the 13-day old price war 
which lowered fuel rates five 

Prices for major brands now 
are 32.9 cents per gallon for 
regular grades and 36.9 for 
premium octane. 

In an effort to halt future 
price reductions, a movement is 
underway by a service station 
union which operates in Madi¬ 
son and St. Clair counties. 

The union has circulated peti¬ 
tions in the two-county area and 
has been signed b^ members 
Copies of the petitions have been 
sent to area congressmen along 
with copies of a letter urging 
enactment of legislation to pre¬ 
vent gasoline companies from 
intermittently lowering prices in 
an attempt to wipe out a sur¬ 
plus. 

According to Fred Fahnster, 
owner of a service station here 
and s’ representative of the 
Automotive Petroleum & Allied 
Trades Union 971, individual sta¬ 
tions are asked to absorb part 
of the loss incurred during a 
price cut. 

Fahnster said that during the 
recent cut, the gasoline company 
had suffered only a three cent 
per gallon lass while the serv¬ 
ice stations had to make up for 
the remaining two cents. 

He said that price wars are 
not effective in eliminating sur¬ 
pluses in municipal areas, but 
added that stations along the 
highways probably have hlghj 
sales.

High National Traffic Toll 
Despite Local Improvement 

Traffic records for 1960 reveal 38,200 fa¬ 
talities in the United States, a total almost identical 
to that of the previous year. The total is appalling 
—over half of the Quad-Cities’ population—but 
so spread out Over the nation that the public fails 
to become sufficiently aroused to seek a drastic 
reduction, though Illinois has made significant ad¬ 
vances. 

Wider roads with limited access, such as those 
being built as part of the interstate highway pro¬ 
gram, are expected to help improve motoring 
safety. However, the rapid increase in the number 
of vehicles may counterbalance this and even cause 
the toll to edge upward. 

In terms of the local area, auto deaths reached 
their greatest frequen cy in 1954, when there were 
44 fatalities or one every eight days. The yearly 
rate has continued to drift downward, reaching 28 
in 1957, 24 in 1959 and 19 in the year just con¬ 
cluded. Thus, there is real hope for still fewer 
highway deaths in this vicinity, if not in the entire 

' Until this week, when the record was broken, 

the Quad-Cities had gone over two full months 
without a traffic death. While this never continues 
indefinitely, each day means added life and useful¬ 
ness for local residents. Caution, skill and never 
taking other motorists’ response for granted can 
aid drivers in bringing the casualty toll even lower 
in 1961 and succeeding years. 


Voluntary Contributions To 
City Treasuries A Rarity 

Municipalities obtain funds in various ways, 
but seldom is a large sum presented voluntarily. An 
exception is the Madison Rotary club's $2000 
pledge, of which half has just been paid to the 
Madison city treasury. 

The contribution is earmarked for construc¬ 
tion of a concession and dressing room building to 
serve the Third street playground, athletic field 
and park area, a project considered worthwhile by 
both the club and the city officials. 

Additional financing will be necessary, and 
the building will not be started until this is ar¬ 
ranged by the city. But the receipt of club funds, 
a rare event for cities, will solidify plans for the 
building and make its establishment a certainty.

Air Pollution Regarded As 
Growing National Problem 

Water pollution abatement is a prime issue 
here due to proximity to the Mississippi River, and 
it is also receiving wide consideration nationally. 
But also m the nationwide limelight is another type 
of pollution, that involving the air we breathe and 
its effect on health. 

Just how this is to be fitted into the crowded 
federal budget has not been decided, but an ad¬ 
visory committee to the Surgeon General is calling 
for a threefold increase in research to control air 
pollution’s "growing menace." The Illinois and St. 
Louis metropolitan areas have made long strides 
in ending industrial smoke, but problems remain 
unsolved in such areas as California, where auto 
exhaust is to be regulated, and Pennsylvania, where 
deaths attributed to “smog" have occurred. 

Goals for the decade of the ‘60s include a 
more detailed determination of air pollution’s ef¬ 
fect on human health and its damage to crops and 
animals, expansion of monitoring, development of 
new methods and equipment for curbing its 
sources, and evaluating related legal and adminis- 
I trative practices. 

With the population rise destined to make the 
country more crowded, clogging streets and in¬ 
dustrial centers and reducing “wide open spaces." 
the air will become even more precious than it is 
now. The effort to keep it pure deserves public 

I support despite some probable cost and incon¬ 

venience.
